THIRTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
VISITING COMMITTEE. 


To the Councils of the Administrative Counties of East and 
West Sussex and the County Borough of Brighton. 


THE VISITING CoMMITTEE have the pleasure to submit 
to the Councils their report for the past year. 


Your Committee are pleased to be able to again refer 
to the satisfactory manner in which Dr. Saunders, the 
Medical Superintendent of the Asylum, discharges the 
duties of the position which he occupies, and recognize 
the care and attention which he devotes to them and 
the patients under his charge. They are able also to 
report favourably of the conduct of the other officers 
and servants of the Asylum, as well as that of the 
Attendants generally. 


The alterations, improvements, and additions to the 
Male Ward 6, the Male General Airing Court and the 
Male General Bath Room, the expenditure for which 
was authorised by the Councils previous to the date of 
the last Report, have since been carried out and have 
materially added to the comfort and health of the 
patients and attendants using these parts of the Asylum. 


Your Committee also contemplate the installation of 
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new and improved machinery and plant in the Bake- 
house and Vegetable Room, which are much required. 
The sanction of the Councils to this work and the 
application for the necessary grant forms the subject of 
a separate report addressed to the Councils of East 
Sussex and Brighton ; as from the 12th April last these 
Councils only are (under the order of the Local Govern- 
ment Act Commissioners) chargeable with expenditure 
for improvements. : 

On the 22nd April last the Lord Chancellor’s Visitor 
paid an official visit to the Asylum. 

On the 29th January last Mr. F. D. Boggis-Rolfe, the 
District Auditor appointed by the Local Government 
Board, reported on the Asylum accounts for the year 
ended the 31st March, 1891, and was favourably 
impressed with the general care and accuracy displayed 
by Mr. Mortlock, the Clerk of the Asylum. On the 
2oth instant Mr. Boggis- Rolfe reported on the accounts 
for the year ended 31st March last, and suggestions 
made by him for assimilating the system of book-keeping 
to the system in force in the asylums under the control 
of the London County Council are now having the 
consideration of your Committee. 

During the past year the changes in the staff comprise 
the appointment of the Rev. E. R. D. Litle to the office 
of Chaplain in the place of the Rev. T. Hutchinson, 
resigned, and the appointment of Mr. Frank Dillon 
Bennett to the post of Junior Assistant Medical Officer 
in the place of Mr. Alexander Simpson, resigned. 

In February last your Committee granted super- 
annuation allowances to the following Nurses, viz. :— 
Elizabeth Lambert, Mary Ann Rose, and Mary Ann 
Cresswell, which grants have received the sanctions of 
the Councils, 
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Your Committee also, in the month of September last, 
granted a superannuation allowance to Attendant Jasper 
Henbest Smith. The sanction of the Counciis to this 
grant is asked for in a separate report. 


Your Committee have much pleasure in reporting 
that in May last seven male attendants and five female 
nurses passed the examination of the Medical Psycho- 
logical Association and gained certificates. 


On the 16th June last your Committee found it 
necessary to renew the contract of 26th June, 1890, for 
the reception of. 50 female patients into Berry Wood 
Asylum at Northampton, and this they accordingly did 
with the consent of the Home Secretary. 


In the month of July last the Committee of the 
Littlemore Asylum in Oxfordshire, wanting room for 
their own cases, gave notice to your Committee to 
remove ten of the female patients under contract at 
that Asylum, and these patients were duly removed, 
six of them being taken to Berry Wood and four 
brought back to Haywards Heath.

The Admissions The admissions although not quite so numerous as _ 


those of the previous year, were yet largely in excess 
(79) of the average. 
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Until the Census returns are fully available it will 
not be possible to determine with accuracy whether 
the growth of lunacy in Sussex is a natural one, pro- 
portionate, that is to say, to increase of population, or 
whether there is a real as well as an apparent increase 
of persons of unsound mind. 


The accumulation of epileptics in asylums is a matter 
of great importance, especially in connection with their 
requirements of supervision by night, and ample ward 
space by day. 

Epileptics form a large proportion of those cases 
which are now sent to asylums, instead of being kept 
at home. While the detention of epileptics is a safe- 
guard to the community at large, there are many of 
them to whom an asylum is especially distasteful in the 
interval of their attacks. 


The opening therefore of an institution for epileptics 
is a move in the right direction, and one which it may 
be hoped will be extended to all classes of epileptics. 


No less than 35 epileptics were admitted, and if to 
these 23 cases of general paralysis are added, an 
explanation is at once afforded of the number of cases 
classed as ‘‘ hopeless” in the subjoined table. 


This increase in the number of epileptics has 
necessitated the opening of a third observation 
dormitory (for continuous supervision by night) on the 
Male side.

The discharges were at the rate of 63 per cent. of the The Discharges. 
admissions. 


Fifty-seven were discharged recovered (20.6 per cent. 
of the admissions), 33 were discharged to the care of 
friends, 9 were sent out on trial and subsequently 
discharged recovered, one was not insane, and the 
remainder were transferred to other Asylums not 
relieved. Owing to overcrowding, 25 patients, viz. 10 
males and 15 females, were sent under contract to the 
Oxford County Asylum at Littlemore, and in the same 
month (October, 1891), 18 more males were transferred 
to Berry Wood, with which Asylum a further contract 
for 50 females was renewed. 


The Deaths. 
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It is very creditable to the Nurses and Attendants 
that notwithstanding the number of cases, over 150 
which have been moved by railway during the last. 
three years, that not a single accident or contretemps 
of any kind has occurred in any one of the numerous 
journeys which these changes have involved. 


One hundred and twenty-three deaths occurred, viz., 
55 females and 68 males. 


Of the total number of deaths, 15 were due to phthisis, 
10 to pneumonia and bronchitis, ro to heart disease, 17 
to progressive paralysis of the insane, 15 to old age, 
and the remaining 56 to other constitutional disorders, 
either mental or bodily. 


The death-rate was 15°3 per cent. of the population 
daily resident.

This year again the number of deaths of persons 75 
years of age and upwards is numerous, and in some 
measure accounts for the high death-rate. 


Post-movtem examinations were made in 48 cases. 


Every death has been reported to the Coroner, but 
in no case has an inquest been necessary. 


No death has occurred from accident or violence. 
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The first interment in the new cemetery was made 
in the month of January. 


There have been four escapes, but in only one case 
was the patient absent more than an hour or two: the 
exception was brought back on the following day. 


During April the solemn farce of re-certifying the 
chronic patients, to the number of 525, had to be 
re-enacted. These patients are now considered to be 
protected from undue detention, or, as one writer has 
expressed it, are “‘re-committed”’ for another term of 
two years. To be a lunatic is a legal offence, to be 
dealt with by the Policeman and the Justice; and the 
most complex of all diseases is adjudicated on, in the 
Courts by Judge and Jury, with the least possible regard 
to the Medical aspect of the case (the one chiefly, if 
not wholly involved, in a person of unsound mind), 
which decency demands. Modern legislation has not 
improved the status of the lunatic. A recent law 
case * serves well to illustrate the kind of protection 
‘‘re-certification”’ gives to the public: a lady who 
was said to have recovered mentally, was re-certified, 
because the term of her Reception Order had run out, 
and she would have had to be “ discharged” in a dying 
state, if she had not been re-certified. The Legislature 
are very slow to recognise the weakness, inconsistency, 
and contradictions of the Lunacy Act, 1890. 


Theorder of the Local Government Act Commissioners 
dissolving the partnership between East and West 
Sussex was made on April 12th, 1892, but does not take 
effect until December, 1893, so far as the removal of the 
West Sussex cases is concerned. 


*Roe v. Nix. 
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By the time that an asylum in West Sussex is ready 
for occupation, a further severance of partnership, viz. 
that which exists between East Sussex and the County 
Borough of Brighton, will be imperative, if the same 
inconvenience occasioned by want of accommodation is 
not to be repeated, and it is to be devoutly wished that 
it will not be. 


The number of deaths from phthisis point, among 
other things, to the importance of raising the standard 
of the cubic space allowed for each patient, and this 
can only be done by reducing the number of patients in 
each division, considerably below the present nominal 
accommodation. 


Thealterations andimprovementshave been unusually 
numerous and important. The single rooms in the 
Female infirmary have been heated by hot water pipes. 


The Female sleeping gallery has been re-decorated 
throughout, and the floor is about to be covered with 
linoleum. 


The central hall and passages have been re-painted, 
while the walls of the entire basement (centre) have 
been cemented, and covered with ‘“ duresco.”’ 


The kitchen has been renovated, and the roof of the 
scullery has been raised, with the effect of providing 
divect light and air. 


The bakehouse is about to be re-modelled : an Otto 
gas engine will drive a dough kneader (Werner and 
Pfleiderer’s), and at the same time will be utilised to 
give the necessary power to a potato peeler, while 
elaborate machinery will blend flours of different quality 
and character. Scientific bread making will thus be 
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made a new feature in Asylum administration, and it is 
hoped that much benefit may accrue from it. 


The telephone to the Medical Superintendent’s house 
has been purchased, instead of being rented, and a line 
has been extended to the Clerk’s house. 


The amusements of the patients have been well 
considered, and not the least enjoyable of their treats 
was a monster picnic which was held in the Park in 
August, at which 671 patients of both sexes were 
present. 


On July 28th the usual féte commemorating the opening 
of the Asylum was held. 


The Medical Superintendent had the gratification of 
preparing and sending up for examination seven 
attendants and five nurses for the certificate instituted 
by the Medico-Psychological Society, for proficiency 
in nursing. All the candidates acquitted themselves 
creditably, and some with marked distinction, and they 
all received their certificates. The Committee to mark 
their appreciation of the matter had the certificates 
framed, and they were presented to the candidates by 
the Chairman. 


The changes in the staff have been numerous; but 
this was in some degree owing to an attendant and 
three nurses having resigned after periods of service 
ranging from 22 to 33 years. In each case a pension 
was granted. 


In February Miss Edmands resigned on having 
obtained the appointment of Head Female Attendant 
at the Middlesex County Asylum at Wandsworth. She 
was succeeded by Miss Kate Buckle, who however 
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remained a very short time, as she was re-called to fill 
a more important post at the Asylum she had just left. 
Miss Kate Buckle was succeeded by Miss Ellen Gardner, 
who entered upon her duties in May. 


Dr. Simpson having resigned his post of Assistant 
Medical Officer, he was succeeded in April by Mr. 
F. D. Bennett, who has proved himself to be a very 
efficient officer, and a most agreeable colleague. 


In July the Rev. E. R. D. Litle was appointed as 
Chaplain to succeed the Rev. T. Hutchinson, resigned. 
Mr. Litle enjoyed much popularity as Chaplain to the 
Chailey Workhouse, which there seems to be no chance 
of his losing here. 


The zeal, ability and tact of Dr. Walker in the 
performance of his duties demands a passing tribute ; 
while to the rest of the staff, and especially to Miss 
Buckle and Mr. Backhouse, the Head Attendants of their 
respective divisions, the Medical Superintendent is 
indebted for loyal help and willingness to make the 
vast machinery of the Asylum work accurately and 
noiselessly. 

In conclusion the Medical Superintendent desires to 
make his acknowledgments to the Committee for the 
very substantial recognition of his services they have 
made during the past year.

Services have been regularly held in the Chapel ChapelServices. 
on Sundays at 1o a.m. and 3 p.m. Every effort has 
been made to make the services as bright as possible, 
and the patients being now well supplied with books 
join heartily in the singing of the canticles and hymns, 
and listen with great attention to the lessons and 
sermon. ‘The reverence and quiet behaviour of the 
congregation are very striking, and nothing which 
could break the harmony of the service has occurred 
since July 2gth, the date when your Chaplain first 
commenced his work. 


The Holy Communion has been celebrated on the Holy 
first Sunday of the month at 9 a.m. The average 
attendance being: females 12, males 5. This is 
practically the same as it was in the last report, but 
it can hardly be considered satisfactory, and your 
Chaplain would suggest that an opportunity should 
be given to all to attend, by having more frequent 


celebrations. 


The Harvest Festival was held on Sunday, September Honest 
toth, the chapel being decorated with great taste. ; 
Appropriate psalms, hymns and lessons were chosen 


for the occasion. 


Two Choir Practices have been held each week, and The Choir. 
the attendance has been very regular. Nurses and 
attendants take great interest in the work, and in spite 
of many difficulties the musical portion of the services

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is rendered in a manner which is entitled to the highest 
praise. 

Short services, consisting of a lesson and prayers, 
have been held daily in the Dining Halls, with the 
addition of a hymn on Sundays sung to the accom- 
paniment of a cornet on the Male side, and to that of 
an American organ on the Female side. Prayers are 
also read in the Male and Female No. 6 Ward and in 
the Female Infirmary. 

There have been 80 Burials in the Asylum cemetery. 
The funerals have been quietly and reverently carried 
out, and the Chaplain has always made a point of 
speaking to the mourners after the interment, and has 
repeatedly been thanked for so doing. 

The Wards, Workshops, and Laundry have bce 
visited on the appointed days, and the sick have been 
visited at other times when it has been considered 
desirable. In cases of religious difficulty it has been 
often possible to give comfort and help. 

About 70 patients on each side of the House attend 
School. Most of them write in copy books. Some of 
them read, and a few of the female patients draw. 

The shelves in the different wards are well supplied 
with books. Many of the novels are in three volume 
form. This has been found to be inconvenient, and 
the Chaplain hopes to purchase, as far as possible, 
books that are complete in one cover. 

In conclusion, the Chaplain has great pleasure in 
acknowledging the courtesy and help received by him 
from Dr. Saunders, and also the friendly feeling shewn 
to him by the rest of the staff.

RAINFALL IN 1892. 
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REPORT OF THE 
VISITING COMMISSIONERS IN LUNACY. 


Sussex Lunatic AsyLum, 
November 19th, 1892. 


InspEcTIONS elsewhere have delayed our visit here 
till somewhat late in the year: our colleagues’ visit in 
18gi was on the 28th April. We cannot learn that 
any site has yet. been found for the Asylum about 
to be erected by West Sussex, though steps have 
been taken in that direction. By the order of the 
Commissioners appointed under the Local Government ‘ 
Act, 1888, accommodation here upon the present terms 
for West Sussex pauper lunatics will cease. To-day 
there are 841 patients upon the Asylum books and in 
residence; they are chargeable, it seems, 291 to East 
Sussex Unions, 290 to West Sussex, 248 to Brighton, 
and also include 12 Out-County and Private cases. 
The males are 360, the females are 481. At Berry 
Wood Asylum 41 men and gg women are boarded 
out, and at Littlemore Asylum 10 men and 5 women. 
This Asylum is full, if not more than full, and we 
would urge the Committee to reduce the numbers. 
This might properly be done in more ways than 
one. We understand that the Committee have under 
consideration such reduction by proceedings under 
section 57 of the Lunacy Act, 1890. We should also 
recommend the weeding out of idiot children and 
senile cases fit for Workhouse detention, to make room 
for recent and acute cases. We find the Asylum in 
good order, the wards bright and cheerful, and the 
patients generally contented, well clad and properly 
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fed. We think, however, that 384 are far too many 
to be (according to the returns made to us) “ usually 
confined in the airing courts,’ and 64 far too few 
women to be walked daily in the grounds. The staff 
of male attendants is given to us as 29; of women 28 
for day duty: in other words there is a proportion of 
one man for 12 male patients or thereabouts and one 
nurse for 17 female patients. Without increase of this 
staff proper exercise of the patients out of doors seems 
to be impracticable, yet we believe that an organized 
system of extended exercise in an Asylum is most 
beneficial to the patients, for which the pacing to and 
fro of confined airing courts is no effectual substitute. 
The figures given rather under-state the proportions, 
since holidays and the occasional illness of members 
of the staff are not taken into account, and there are 
of course many patients who require special and 
constant attention: as many as 41 men and 37 women 
actively suicidal to be always kept in view, 25 general 
paralytics and 113 epileptics. For the quiet men of 
the first and last class we may here, mention that 
Dr. Saunders is about to provide an additional 
observation dormitory, having found much _ benefit 
from previous separation to a certain extent of such, 
from the noisy at night. In the infirmaries we found 
29 women in bed, two having bedsores, but very few 
men. We recommend in these wards the supply 
of more spring or wire wove beds, and baths on 
wheels for bedside use, with ready means of filling 
and emptying them; in the epileptic dormitories 
lower bedsteads, some with wire woven sides. The 
temperature of the wards was high enough during our 
inspection except in the infirmaries, where it was

rather low. To maintain freedom from offensive 
smell we advise that the floors of the padded 
rooms, also of some of the single rooms, should be 
made impervious (by beeswax and turpentine and 
careful stopping) to saturation by urine. The day 
rooms are well supplied with light literature in the 
shape of books, but the daily supply of newspapers 
should be more liberal than it is at present. 
Both as regards exercise and amusement the worst 
behaved of the patients should receive special 
attention, however turbulent and destructive their 
present habits may be. The recoveries since last 
visit appear to have been 104; they might possibly 
be even increased. by more frequent trials’ on 
probation with statutory allowances. In all 267 cases 
have been discharged. One-hundred-and-seventy-four 
deaths are recorded, but only 65 post-mortem exami- 
nations. In five instances of death only did bedsores 
appear. There has been no inquest. The patients 
now under medical treatment and so registered are 29. 
Four cases of fracture have occurred, the accidental 
fracture of a woman’s wrist during a paroxysm of 
violence, of a woman’s humerus by fall, of a man’s 
rib through blow from a fellow patient, of a woman’s 
patella through a fall, and the dislocation of a male 
patient’s shoulder in a struggle with an attendant while 
being put into a single room—all matters reported 
on their occurrence to the Committee. There has 
been no zymotic malady here except slight influenza 
attacking 89 patients and ig of the staff. No restraint 
or seclusion is recorded. We are of opinion that the 
entries in the Case Books are meagre, and desire to 
call attention to this fault. Out of 841 patients 216 
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were in Chapel last Sunday morning, 235 in the 
evening ; these are low figures, when compared with 
the figures returned to us from many Asylums. 
Employment is found for 218 men and 365 women, 
including 77 of the former and 44 of the latter 
working as ward cleaners chiefly. Of the men 65 
assist out of doors; of the women 230 are knitters 
or needleworkers, 64 assist in the Laundry and 27 
in the Kitchen. Four-hundred-and-fifty patients are 
the average attendance at associated entertainments. 
The bathing arrangements are as heretofore, and the 
personal cleanliness of the patients is much studied; 
they have ablutions twice a week, and these appear 
to be very thorough. We saw a substantial dinner 
given to a large number of the patients, and in the 
Stores we examined several articles, ¢.g. the tea, cocoa, 
cheese, and butter. We also tasted the soup which 
was the mid-day fare yesterday, and the bread in the 
Hall; both were good. Among the recent additions, 
alterations, or improvements in and about the Asylum, 
we may mention, with approval, the extension of 
No. 6 male ward day room with new closets and 
other conveniences, the erection of new closets in a 
general airing court, the heating by hot water of 
single rooms in a female infirmary, some re-decoration 
of the interior of the Asylum, and what we should like 
to see carried out more extensively, some plastering 
of walls hitherto rough brick. The Cemetery of the 
Asylum having been filled up, about two acres have 
been taken in for burial of the patients, at its 
extremity furthest from the building.
